In  1M21,  a  store  in  Franklin  Building  was  entered  in  the  night 
hy  a  thief  or  thieves,  and  property  stolen,  to  what  amount  the  owner 
wsis  never  able  to  ascertain ;  he  offered  a  reward  for  the  detection 
of  the  thief  or  thieves  committing  the  robbery,  employed  constables 
to  be  on  the  search  and  lookout,  &c.  While  doing  this,  it  occurred 
to  him  that  if  a  society  was  formed  to  assist  each  member  having 
property  stolen  from  him,  and  relieve  him  from  expense  and  anxiety 
in  the  seiirch,  it  would  Ihj  serviceable  to  all  its  members  as  well  as 
to  the  public.  He  mentioned  the  subject  to  Dr.  Seth  Low,  Rev. 
Thomas  Carlile,  Rolnjit  Manning,  Isaac  Newhall,  and  several  others, 
all  of  whom  were  desirous  that  such  a  society  miglit  lie  formed.  Pur¬ 
suant  to  public  uotice  given  in  the  newspapers,  a  numlHU*  of  citizens 
of  Salem  and  Danvers  met  at  the  Coffee-house  in  Salem,  Jan.  25, 
1822,  to  tjike  into  consideration  the  repeated  depredations  committed 
by  thieves  and  robbers  in  the  aforesaid  tow'us,  and  adopt  some  meas 
ures  to  prevent  a  i-epetition  of  them,  »)r  to  detect  and  bring  to  pun- 
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ishmcut  the  perpetrators.  Mr.  Isaac  Newhall  was  chosen  Moderator, 
and  John  W.  Proctor,  Esq.,  Clerk  of  the  nieetiii". 

After  discussing  the  subject,  it  was 

Voted,  —  That  a  Committee  of  three  Imj  appointed  to  consider  the 
subject,  and,  when  ready,  to  call  a  meeting  and  make  their  report. 
Dr.  Seth  Low,  Isaac  Newhall,  and  John  W.  Proctor,  Es«p,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  this  Committee. 

Public  notice  was  given  for  those  interested  in  the  object,  to  meet 
at  the  Essex  Cotfee-house,  on  the  evening  of  Feb.  7,  1822 ;  at  which 
meeting  the  Committei;  re|>orted  tliat  they  had  discussed  the  subject 
referred  to  them,  and  recommend  the  organization  of  a  Society,  to  be 
called  "Z7te  Salem  and  Danvers  Association  for  the  Detection  of  Thieves 
and  UoUjers,”  and  had  drawn  up  a  set  of  Articles  for  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  meeting,  which  w'cre  read,  and,  after  discussion,  — 

Voted,  —  To  organize  the  Association,  anti  adopt  said  Articles  for 
its  government.  (See  printed  Articles.)  And  the  tbllowing  persons 
were  chosen  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  present  year,  namely  :  —

In  1822,  the  first  year  of  the  Association,  there  were  159  mem- 
liers  who  paid  their  subscription  of  $1.00  each.  Among  these,  several 
of  them,  to  encourage  the  Association,  suliscribed  as  follows,  namely :

In  the  second  assessment  wjis  laid,  and  paid  by  105  mem¬ 

bers  only. 

In  lt<40,  the  third  aiul  last  asst*ssment  of  twenty-live  cents  was  laid, 
for  the  purpose  of  jiscertaininjr  who  tlie  members  were  that  paid 
the  three  iissessments,  as  retjnired  l>y  the  Xlth  Article  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  So  few  meml)ers  had  attended  the  Annual  Meetings  for  the 
last  tifteen  years,  that  it  was  thought  necessary  to  call  for  this  small 
assessment ;  a  numher,  however,  declined  paying  it,  thereby  losing  their 
inemhership. 

The  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  the  Essex 
House,  Jan.  4,  IJSOO,  when  the  following  ollicws  were  chosen,  namely  :

Thirty  members  only  remaining; — all  others,  who  were  formerly 
meml)ers,  had  either  deceased,  removed  from  the  limits  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  or  declined  paying  the  second  and  third  assessments,  and 
thereby  lost  their  meml>ership.  By  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  the  Association  met  at  the  Essex  House,  Jaii.  19,  18t5U,  tifteen 
memlR*rs  present.  Lkwis  Allen,  Pres.  p.  t. 

The  want  of  such  an  Association  now,  as  compared  with  the  want 
at  the  time  of  its  formation,  was  fully  discussed,  and  the  following 
V(»tes  psissed  unanimously,  namely:  — 

That  the  Trustees  receive  from  the  Salem  Savings  Bank  the  amount 
of  funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  pay  all  bills  against  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  to  each  memln'r  his  proportion  of  the  funds  (even  dollars), 
and  any  ladance  remaining,  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association;  —  That 
after  this  meeting,  the  As8<K-iation  b«;  dissolved;  —  That  the  thanks  of 
this  Society  be  presented  to  the  otiicers  of  the  Society  for  the  satis¬ 
factory  manner  in  which  their  duties  have  lK‘en  pertbrmed. 

The  Association  paid  between  one  and  two  hundred  dollars  to  six 
memlKUs,  in  sums  from  fifty  dollars  down  to  $4.25  cents,  being  the 
amount  of  expenses  they  had  paid  in  searching  for  property  stolen 
fn)m  them.  The  Association  was  formed  in  1822,  and  dissolved  in  18fi0, 
ami  during  its  continuation,  thirty-eight  years,  it  is  l)elieved  that  many 
thefts  w  ere  prevented ;  as  the  amount  of  funds  on  hand,  ready  to  be 
cxj)ended  in  detecting  thieves,  was  generally  mentioned  after  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  otficers,  and  annually  published  in  the  news{>a{>er8.  At  one 
time  it  employed  two  constables.  1  send  you  the  only  copy  I  have 
of  tl»e  printed  Articles  and  By-laws  of  the  Association.  Persons  from 


several  States  wrote  to  us  for  a  copy  of  them,  which  were  sent  as 
requested.  Large  cities  generally  have  a  sufficient  police  to  attend  to 
such  matters,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  many  towns  and  villages  would 
l>e  benefited  by  having  societies  similar  to  the  above;  it  might  pre¬ 
vent  lads,  and  older  persons,  from  finishing  their  education  for  the 
State  Prison.  In  each  place,  the  fact  would  soon  be  known  that  such 
a  Society  wjis  formed,  with  funds  ready  to  be  expended  in  the  detec¬ 
tion  of  thieves  stealing  property  from  its  members.  It  would,  also, 
relieve  members  having  property  stolen  from  them  of  the  expense  they 
are  subjected  to,  by  oflering  rewards,  by  advertising,  employing  con¬ 
stables,  etc. 

The  Gth  Article  of  the  By-laws  says,  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  examine  all  cases  of  theft,  or  violation  of 
the  laws,  that  shall  come  to  their  knowledge  by  information  of  any 
member  of  the  Society ;  to  give  suitable  rewards  for  the  apprehension 
of  thieves,  and  m^ke  suitable  compensation  to  members  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  who  have  been  at  expense  and  trouble  in  bringing  ollenders  to  pun¬ 
ishment.”  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  Jan.  19,  1860,  the 
Trustees  were  directed  to  pay  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  of  the  thirty 
members  belonging  to  the  Association.  I  retain  the  signatures  of  the 
thirty  membeis,  acknowledging  the  receii)t  of  :f25.00  from  the  Trustees.

SiK,  —  .Some  time  since,  you  re<juested  me  to  give  you  an  account  of  the  fonnation 
of  the  late  “Salem  ami  Danvers  .Vssoclation  for  the  Detection  of  Thieves  and  Kob- 
lK,*rs;”  I  now  send  you  a  short  history  of  the  .\ssociation,  together  with  the  Clerk’s 
Bo<ik  of  Records,  and  his  Book  of  accounts  of  money  paid  and  received  by  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  to  remain  in  the  Essex  Institute,  a  suitable  place  to  deposit  accounts  of  soci¬ 
eties  of  past  years,  and  for  safety  (rather  than  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  any  indi¬ 
vidual)  should  anv  one  wish  to  examine  them.

[The  “Aktici.ks”  above  n-ferred  to  are  inserted  entire.  They  shed  light  upon  a 
singular  and  interesting  application  of  the  principle  of  Mutual  Insurance  to  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  property.  We  have  now  associations  for  mutual  protection  against  the  dis¬ 
couraging  effects  of  sickness  and  of  accident  to  life  and  limb.  Live-stock  Is  now  in¬ 
sured  against  theft  and  death.  We  Insure  each  other  against  risks  by  Are  and  ship¬ 
wreck,  in  various  ways.  In  some  fishing  towns  it  is  customary  for  owners  to  buy 
into  many  different  vessels,  mindfUl  of  the  adage  against  putting  all  one’s  eggs  into 
one  basket.  lusU‘ad  of  owning  one  vessel  and  insuring  her  at  an  office,  the  capital¬ 
ist  buys,  for  example,  an  eighth  part  in  eight  vessels,  and  insures  himself.  The  possi¬ 
ble  applications  of  this  helj)fbl  principle  arc  as  varied  as  they  are  curious.  An  ener¬ 
getic  police  force,  seconded  by  the  lightning  which  now  patrols  the  world  as  a  detec- 
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tive,  seems,  now-s-days,  to  afford  the  most  effective  insurance  against  depredations 
upon  property.  Fire  Clubs,  with  the  ever-ready  bucket,  bed-screw,  and  bag,  are  fast 
giving  place  to  modem  innovations;  such,  at  least,  is  the  case  in  cities,  and  in  all 
but  sparsely  settled  regions.  But  the  principle  of  mutual  protection  is  yet  capable 
of  an  infinite  variety  of  untried  applications.  “Bear  ye  one  another's  burthens,”  is 
as  good  economy  as  it  is  good  morals. 

The  organization  of  this  Society  was  as  follows.  —  Ed.] 

ARTICLES  OF  THE  SALEM  AND  DANVERS  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE 
DETECTION  OF  THIEVES  AND  ROBBERS. 

Article  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  styled  The  Salem  and  Danver»  A»»ociation  for  the 
Deieclion  of  Thieves  and  Robbers. 

Article  II. 

The  oflScers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  and  Secretary;  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  three,  and  a  Board 
of  Directors,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  six  others ; 
all  of  whom  shall  lie  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Article  III. 

There  shall  l)e  a  meeting  of  the  Society  annually,  on  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  in  January,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  shall  order. 

Article  IV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  or  Directors ;  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Society  or  Directors, 
when  necessary  ;  and  generally  to  perform  all  the  duties  incident  to  his  sta¬ 
tion.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  devolve 
on  a  Vice-President ;  and,  in  their  absence,  the  senior  meml>er  present,  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  President  pro  fern. 

Article  V. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Directors ;  to  give  seasonable  notice 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  or  Directors ;  to  keep  a  correct  list  of  the 
names  of  members,  and  an  account  of  the  subscriptions  or  donations  in  aid 
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of  the  funds ;  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  Society,  and  in  general  to 
perform  all  the  duties  peculiar  to  that  office.  The  Secretary  shall  receive 
such  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
order. 

Article  VI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  examine  all  cases  of 
theft,  or  violation  of  the  laws  that  shall  come  to  their  knowledge  by  infor¬ 
mation  of  any  memlier  of  the  Society ;  to  give  suitable  rewards  for  the  ap¬ 
prehension  of  thieves,  or  other  violators  of  the  law ;  to  employ  such  agents 
as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  the  detection  and  apprehension  of  suspicious 
jiersons  ;  to  bike  notice  of  petty  thefts,  often  committed  by  boys,  and  suf¬ 
fered  to  pass  unnoticed,  and  to  bring  the  offenders  to  justice  ;  to  make  suit¬ 
able  compensation  to  members  of  the  Society,  who  may  have  been  at  expense 
and  trouble  in  bringing  offenders  to  punishment ;  to  have  the  entire  direction 
of  expenditures  ;  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  doings  at  each  Annual 
.Meeting ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents,  to  order 
special  meetings,  and  in  general  to  perform  such  offices  as  will  best  promote 
the  objects  of  this  Society.* 


Article  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  Ih5  responsible  for  their  safe-keeping.  They  shall  invest  them  in  the 
Savings  Bank,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  they  shall  think  expedient,  always 
taking  care  that  they  yield  an  annual  income  of  not  less  than  five  per  cent. 
Any  one  of  the  Trustees  may  pay  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  answer  to 
orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  not  otherwise. 
The  Trustees  shall  report  at  each  Annual  Meeting  the  state  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society. 


Article  VIII. 

Any  person  may  become  a  memlier  of  this  Society,  by  subscribing  to  the 
Articles  of  Association,  and  paying  any  sum,  not  less  than  one  dollar,  and  all 
assessments  tliat  may  have  been  laid  by  the  Society.  He  shall  then  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  a  copy  of  the  Articles,  and  all  the  privileges  of  the  Society. 


*  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  considered  a  quorum,  In  cases  requir¬ 
ing  immediate  investigation.  See  Vote  Jan.  7,  1857. 


Article  IX. 


The  Society  shall  have  power  to  lay  such  assessments  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  nut  exceeding  one  dollar  a  year  for  each  member,  us  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  shall  be  thought  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Society. 

Article  X. 

Any  meml>er  may  l>e  honorably  discharged  from  his  obligations  to  the 
Society,  on  application  to  the  lioard  of  Directors,  paying  all  dues  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  reliuquisliing  his  right  in  the  funds ;  and  any  person  removing 
from  the  limits  of  the  Society  shall  be  considered  as  relinquishing  his  in¬ 
terest  and  rights ;  ami  no  property  out  of  Salem  and  Danvers  is  to  Ikj  con¬ 
sidered  under  the  protection  of  the  Society. 

Article  XI. 

Should  any  memlier  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  fair  intent  and 
meaning  of  these  Articles,  he  may,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  meml>ers 
present  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and  privileges  in 
the  Society. 

Article  XII. 

The  Board  of  Dire<*tors  may,  from  time  to  time,  delegate  such  jiowers 
to  that  part  of  the  Board  residing  in  Danvers,  as  shall  enable  them  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  interests  of  members  residing  in  that  quarter. 

*  Article  XIII. 

Any  person  not  wishing  to  bi*come  a  memlier  of  the  Society,  but  willing 
to  assist  the  funds,  may,  by  paying  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  be  enti¬ 
tled  bj  the  privileges  of  the  .Society. 

Article  XIV. 

No  alteration  of  the  Articles  shall  l>e  made,  except  at  an  Annual  Meeting; 
nor  then,  unless  three-fourths  «)f  the  meml)ers  present  are  in  favor  of  it.

Note  1.  The  first  printing-house 
in  America  was  estal>lished  at  (’am- 
bridge,  in  163^<.  The  second  issue 
from  that  press  was  an  Almanac  for 
1631),  made  for  New  Kngland  by 
Gapt.  William  Peirce  [or  Peirse], 
mariner,  lie  was  master  of  the  May- 
rtower  in  1621).  This  was  the  first 
American  .Vlmanac.  See  "Savage’s 
Winthrop,"  paitKim. 

Note  2.  "T.  ,1.  Fleet’’  were, 

doubtless,  sons  of  a  historic  couple. 
In  the  Record  of  Marriages  at  the 
City  Registrar’s  office  in  Boston,  we 
read:  "1715,  June  6,  was  married, 
l)y  Rev.  Cotton  Mather,  Thonnis  Fleet 
to  FlizaU'th  G(K>se.”  T.  F.  had  a 
printing-house  in  Pudding  Lane  [now 
Devonshire  St.J,  and  took  his  bride  to 
lodgings  in  the  same  house,  lie  was 
an  English  printer  of  wit  and  btlent.

Lane,  1719.  Price,  2  coppers.”

apparent  that  of  the  property

Honoured  S" 

Being  very  enizy  &  ill  y*  I  eannot 
stirre  abroad,  I  make  bould  to  inform 
you  in  this  way,  y*  1  durst  not  but  in 
duty  &  eonseienee  set  my  hand  unto 
those  2  writings  wch  were  presented 
to  your  selves  at  Ipswich  Court,  upon 
the  grounds  there  expressed  agtiinst 
.Mr  Ashbyes  Inung  admitted  an  ordin¬ 
ary  keeper  in  Salem.  Entresiting  y* 
y*-'  ease  may  be  seriously  considered 
now,  whether  y*^  present  ordinaries 


may  not  rather  be  more  strictly  or¬ 
dered,  then  another  l>e  added  to 
them ;  Especially  since  Mr  Ashby  was 
Judged  an  untit  man  for  such  a  place 
i)y  a  general  vote  of  y*  town  when  it 
was  referred  to  them  by  y®  Selectmen 
not  agreeing  in  it.  &  y*  some  of  y® 
Select  men  y*  set  their  hands  to  his 
approbation  have  since  frequently 
sayd  they  judg  him  untit  but  yielded 
to  y*  importuuitie  of  others,  also  di¬ 
vers  of  those  y‘  set  their  hands  to  a 
writing  for  him,  have  said  they  were 
overcome  by  im|)ortunity.  And  mr 
Ashby  hath  kept  an  ordinary  here  in 
y*  towne  without  license  &  sold  fre- 
(jueutly  for  3  pence  a  quart,  both  wch 
(is  supposed)  to  be  contrary  to  law, 
&  he  hath  seemed  to  carry  it  with  a 
high  hand,  as  if  he  was  sure  to  be 
approved,  when  it  may  Ik;  feared  in 
regard  of  his  temper  l)eiug  so  much 
addicted  to  Companionship,  y*  his 
ordinary  keeping  may  be  a  snare  to 
ye  looser  sort  of  people  in  this  place 

a  means  to  encreas  drunkennes  & 
prophanes  here,  agst  wch  there  have 
not  wanted  very  sad  &  judiciall  warn¬ 
ings,  as  y®  drowning  of  severall  per¬ 
sons  at  severall  times  occasioned  by 
their  excessive  drinking,  «>c;  .others  by 
freipient  fudling  &  company  keeping 
undone  in  their  estates  or  as  m'' 
Woodcock  who  dyed  in  horror  com¬ 
plaining  of  ye  snare  of  companie 
drinking. 

But  1  doubt  not  but  it  is  &  will  lie 
your  serious  care  to  prevent  such 
things  as  much  as  may  lie.  thus  rest¬ 
ing  in  y*  discharge  of  iny  own  duty,

At  a  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  of 


Salem  duly  5“'  1670  Anthony  Ashby 
was  allowed  "to  keep  a  house  of  eii- 
tertaynment  to  sell  beare  &  ale  cider 
for  one  yeare  vppon  try  all.” 

The  following  wsis  the  action  of  tlie 
County  Court : 

Nov.  1670.  "Whereas  at  the 
last  Court  at  Ipswich  there  was  a  re- 
(juest  presented  from  the  select  men 
of  Salem,  for  ye  alowing  of  Anthony 
Ashby  to  keejie  an  ordinarye,  &  the 
Court  vnderstanding  at  the  same 
tyme  that  there  had  passed  a  voate 
against  it,  at  a  generall  Towne  meet¬ 
ing  there,  y.‘  seuerall  of  the  checfe 
Inhabitiints  was  vnsattistied  as  to  his 
establishment  in  that  employment, 
the  further  consideration  thereof  wsis 
refered  to  this  Court,  where  wee  rind 
the  like  difereut  desires  continued,  H 
withull  it  appears  by  a  joint  consent 
that  there  is  need  of  another  ordinary*^ 
to  Ih!  settled,  this  Court  doeth  then*- 
fore  heareby  alow  conrirmc*  such 
person  to  keepe  an  ordinary  as  the 
major  part  of  y®  freemen  di  such  otlier 
alowed  by  law  to  voate  shall  make 
choyce  of  at  the  next  generall  meet¬ 
ing  alKiut  march  next :  hoepeing  »!i- 
exspecting  y‘  ilue  cjire  wilbe  taken  for 
the  choyce  &  procuring  of  such  an 
one  jis  may  conduce  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Towne  &  meete  accominodation 
of  strangers  »&c.” 

The  County  ('ourt  having  thus  rc- 
feiTcd  the  matter  to  the  Town,  Mr. 
Joseph  Gardner  wjis  accordingly  cho¬ 
sen  at  a  general  Town  meeting  March 
3d.  1671.  Anthony  Ashby,  having 
failed  to  get  the  appointment,  sold  his 
house  ami  removed  from  town. 


BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  ANT)  DIARY  OF  REV.  JOSEPH 
GREEN,  OF  SALEM  VILLAGE. 


HY  SAMUKI.  !•.  KOWLKU. 

I'liE  Rkv.  JosEi'ii  Gueen  was  son  of  John  Green,  of  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  graduated  at  Ilarvartl  College  in  1695,  and  entered  the  ministry 
when  twenty-three  years  of  age.  He  was  ordained  as  pastor  of  the 
eluirch  at  Salem  Village,  Nov.  10,  1698.  His  salary,  at  the  time  of 

his  settlement,  w’as  £H0  a  year,  and  thirty  eords  of  wood. 

Mareh  1(5,  1(599,  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Gerrish,  of  Wenham,  and  died  Nov.  2(5,  1715,  having  just  eompleted  his 
fortieth  year. 

He  left  a  widow  and  seven  children,  namely,  Ann,  born  Nov.  27, 

1(599.  (The  child  born  Jan.  11,  1701,  said  by  Mr.  Savage  to  have 

soon  died,  was  still-born.  )  John,  born  Dee.  22,  1701,  and  baptized  the 
Sabbath  following,  Dee.  28;  Joseph,  born  Dec.  12,  170J,  on  the  Sal)- 
l>ath,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  and  bajdized  the  same  day;  Edward,  born 
Dec.  1,  1705;  Elizabeth,  born  May  8,  1708,  and  baptized  the  day  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  was  the  Sabbath;  William,  born  Aug.  11,  1710;  Benja¬ 
min,  born  June  JO,  1713,  and  baptized  the  Sabbath  following,  July  5th; 
Ruth,  a  posthumous  child  was  born  April  23,  171(5.  Mrs.  Green  mar¬ 
ried  for  a  second  husbainl  the  Rev.  MTlliam  Brattle,  of  Cambridge. 
None  of  the  descendants  of  her  former  husband  ever  resided  in  Danvers. 
V'ery  early  in  his  ministry  at  the  Village  (where  the  devil  Imt  a  few 
years  Indore  had  his  great  triumph),  Mr.  Green  made  an  etfoid  (Nov. 
29,  1698)  to  induce  his  church  to  receive  back  into  fellowship  the  three 
dissenting  brethren  who  had  given  Mr.  Parris  so  much  trouble,  namely, 
John  Tarbell,  Thomas  Wilkins,  and  Samuel  Nourse.  His  charitable  en¬ 
deavors  in  behalf  of  these  brethren  were  successful. 

Dec.  7,  1704,  he  brought  before  the  church  the  case  of  Martha  Cory, 
who  was  excommunicated  for  witchcraft  Sejd.  11,  1692,  but  no  one 
moving  in  the  matter,  he  himself,  at  a  church  meeting  held  the  14th  of 
February  following,  moved  that  the  name  of  this  woman  be  restored  to 
the  church  records.  The  motion  was  carried,  but  against  so  strong 
opposition,  that  her  name  wjis  sutfered  to  remain  unrestored.  Mr. 
Green,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1707,  again  attempted  to  induce  the  church 
to  revoke  her  excommunication,  making  a  strong  ap|M‘al  that  justice 


should  Ihj  rendered  to  the  memory  of  a  falsely  accused  memlK*r.  lie 
succeeded  in  this  his  third  attempt  to  restore  to  the  ehureh  records  tlu* 
name  of  this  unfortunate  woman. 

Ann  Pntnam,  jr.  (so  called  to  distinguish  her  from  her  mother,  the 
wife  of  Thomas  Putnam,  the  parish  clerk),  was  one  of  the  most  violent 
and  persistent  accusers  in  the  circle  of  the  liewitehed  girls,  and  the 
chief  instrument  in  accusing  and  witnessing  against  Keliecca  Nourse, 
Mary  Esty,  and  Sarah  Cloyce,  two  of  whom  were  executed,  and  the 
latter  sutfered  imprisonment.  .Vnn,  upon  confessing  her  sorrow  that  she 
had  l)een  deluded  by  Satan,  and  protesting  that  what  she  had  said  or 
done  against  any  p<*rson  wjis  n(*t  in  anger,  malice,  or  ill-will,  and  desir¬ 
ing  to  lie  in  the  dust  for  giving  just  cause  of  sorrow  or  otfence  to 
those  relatives  who  were  imprisoned  or  executed,  was  admitted  to  tin* 
full  communion  of  the  church. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  by  those  who  desire  to  know  the  motives 
of  the  actors  in  this  ;ist<jnishing  delusion  '(which  appears  the  more 
astounding  the  further  we  recede  from  it),  that  Mr.  (Jreen,  who  prol)a- 
bly  prepared  and  wrote  Ann's  confession,  did  not  «{Uestion  her,  :md 
bring  out  the  true  motives  which  actuated  her  ainl  her  companions ; 
more  especially  since  this  is  the  only  confession  that  has  come  down  to 
us  from  these  Iwwitched  girls.  But  this  confession,  l)y  way  of  justify¬ 
ing  such  strange  and  criminal  conduct,  will  not  satisfy  us  at  the  present 
day,  however  satisfactory  it  seemed  to  the  believers  in  witchcraft  in 
101)2.  Many  reasons  have  been  given  for  tin*  conduct  of  these  accusetl 
girls.  The  most  plausible  one  to  my  mind  was  tln*ir  love  of  sport  anti 
mischief,  combined  with  the  geiu*ral  s}in[>athy  and  pity  expressed  tor 
them  in  their  great  supposed  distress.  I  say  .snpjMuf'd  tlistress,  for  we 
shoidd  remember  that  in  the  indictments  these  girls  were  said  to  Ik* 
"wasted  ami  pined”  by  witches,  when,  in  fact,  they  were  hearty  and  in 
health  through  the  whole  excitement.  'I'lie  h»ve  «>f  notoriety,  so  i*«nn- 
mon  to  us  all,  Wiis  another  motive  for  the  conduct  of  these  girls.  This 
passion  wjis  especially  strengthened  in  them  l»y  their  l>eing  visited  by 
clergymen,  justices,  judges,  attorneys,  and  others  who  wished  to  obtain 
evidences  of  witchcratls,  and  l)y  tln*ir  l)eing  called  upon  l»y  distinguished 
|K*rsons,  and  sent  to  neighlM*ring  towns  to  discover  witches.  To  carry 
forward  this  delusion,  they  had  now  a  part  to  act,  which  was  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  actions  of  witches  :is  laid  down  in  books. 

England,  as  is  well  known,  was  Hoovled  at  this  time  with  wtirks  on 


witflicnitt,  and  many  found  their  way  to  this  country.  Witch  stories 
were  the  common  discourse  at  the  tire-side,  and  the  antic  gestures  and 
tricks  of  Goodwin’s  cliildren  were  probably  known  to  these  girls,  as  Dr. 
C’otton  Mather  published,  in  U)81),  an  account  of  the  case  under  the 
title  of  "Late  Memorable  l*rovide!ices,  relating  to  Witchcraft  and  Pos¬ 
session.” 

These  accusing  girls,  sis  may  well  W  supposed,  were  lal>oring  under 
a  terrible  nervous  excitement,  and  related,  day  by  day,  what  they  had 
experienced  by  night  while  under  the  intlnence  of  dreams  and  night¬ 
mares, —  their  spectral  evidences  which  were  received  as  undoubted 
truths  by  the  courts.  It  is  related  in  one  of  the  de{)ositions  in  the 
court  records,  that  such  w'as  the  nervous  excitement  of  one  of  these 
girls,  that  np»)n  receiving  a  rebuke  or  scolding,  she  went  immediately 
into  a  tit.  Just  as  soon  jis  sympathy  and  attention  were  withdrawn 
from  these  l)ewitched  girls,  they  w’ere  epdet  and  nothing  more  was  heard 
from  them.  It  has  been  thought  by  some  that  if  these  girls  laid  been 
soundly  whipped,  this  delusion  might  have  been  checked  at  once,  lint 
who  were  the  ones  to  do  it?  dohn  Proctor  whii)ped  one  of  them,  his 
maid  Mary  Warren,  and  lost  his  life  by  the  act  (the  girl  accusing  him 
of  iMiwitching  her),  and  his  wife  escaped  death  in  a  way  open  only  to  a 
woman. 

Perhaps  if  to  the  discipline  of  the  girls  silence  conld  have  been 
enjoined  uiM)n  Dr.  Cotton  Mather,  Rev.  Nicholas  Noyes,  and  .Mr.  Parris, 
and  the  clamorous  appeals  of  8(‘rgeant  Thomas  Putnam  to  the  magis¬ 
trates,  llathorne  and  Curwin,  to  hasten  forward  in  their  examinations 
and  commitments  conld  have  been  i)revented,  the  witchemft  folly  might 
have  Itecii  checked  upon  its  tirst  apijcarance. 

In  Mr.  Green’s  character  were  combined  many  virtues  and  excellen¬ 
ces  ;  mild  and  forgiving,  yet  tirm  and  persistent  in  his  endeavors  to  allay 
the  storm  produce<l  in  the  village  by  supposed  witchcnirt,  and  possess¬ 
ing  a  go(Ml  show  of  common  sense  and  more  than  usual  knowledge  of 
human  natnri',  he  wjis  eminently  (pialitied  for  the  duties  of  his  office, 
llis  intellectual  acquirements,  though  not  great,  were  considerable;  his 
[uety  sincere,  and  his  conversation  on  religions  subjects  wjis  free  from 
the  artected  language  so  prevalent  in  his  day  among  clergymen.  Ilis 
energy  of  character  and  love  of  labor  can  best  l>e  seen  in  his  Diary. 
Indeed  we  have  l>een  led  to  think  that  his  life  might  have  lieen  short¬ 
ened  by  excA'ssive  toil. 
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But  he  Imd  his  duys  ut‘  rcluxatiuu,  l>eing  t'uiul  uf  sporting  with  his 
gnu  and  tishiiig-rod.  That  he  was  a  good  shot  is  sufficiently  evident  by 
the  record  made  in  his  diary  of  his  killing  eighteen  pigeons  at  one  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  gun.  lie  erected  a  pigeon-stand  near  his  house  and  caught 
many  dozen  of  these  birds,  keeping,  during  the  year,  in  a  cage  in  his 
kitchen  his  wild  pigeons,  to  l>e  used  as  Hutterers  or  decoys.  In  one  of 
his  excursions  he  shot  a  Wild-cat,  or  Bay-lynx.  He  frecpiently  visited 
the  }M>nd  in  Middleton  for  fishing,  biking  with  him  his  three  Imys.  Mr. 
Green  was  a  good  ciitzen  and  a  public-spirited  man.  This  was  mani¬ 
fested  by  his  establishing  the  tii’st  public  school  in  Danvers,  and  by  his 
contriliuting  one-eighth  of  a  year’s  salary  to  aid  in  building  a  new  meet¬ 
ing-house.  On  the  2yth  of  August,  1708,  the  Sabliath  on  which  the 
Indians  surprised  Haverhill,  Mr.  Green  left  his  pulpit  for  the  scene  of 
this  Indian  massacre.  U{M>n  reaching  Haverhill  and  finding  that  the 
enemy  had  left  the  town,  he  joined  in  the  pursuit  on  the  morning  of 
the  Both,  but  not  overtaking  them,  he  returned  to  Haverhill.  The  next 
day  he  was  a  pall-lxjarer  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Rolf,  who,  with  her 
husband,  was  among  the  victims  of  this  Indian  atbick.  Mr.  Gieen 
reached  home  at  midnight,  very  weary.  In  his  Diary,  he  refei’s  ns  to 
his  account  of  this  Indian  masssicre,  which  I  fear  is  lost.  Mr.  Green, 
in  his  Diary,  infoiins  us  that  in  1708,  ''Sept.  2Gth,  Sabbath,  at  noon, 
we  had  news  of  BOO  Indians  having  l)esett  Haverhill.  I  went  and  we 
found  that  there  was  but  20  or  BO  seen — no  hurt  done.”-  Sept.  27th, •"! 
walked  with  Major  Turner  and  20  men  to  several  Gai’risons  in  Haver¬ 
hill  almut  8  miles  and  dined  at  Mr.  White’s  and  then  visited  Mrs. 
Symes  and  came  home.” 

During  the  last  years  of  Mr.  Green’s  life,  he  wjis  much  cngsiged  in 
iigricultural  pursuits.  He  had  purchased  land  around  the  parsoiuigc,  and 
owned  several  parcels  of  laud  in  Middleton,  and  a  farm  almve  Haver¬ 
hill.  His  sb>ck  consisted  of  four  oxen,  two  horses,  twenty-five  sheep, 
and  six  swine.  His  orchard  was  large,  furnishing  him  with  forty  bar¬ 
rels  of  cider  i)er  year,  and  ten  barrels  of  winter  apples.  Many  of  his 
trees  he  grafted  with  his  own  hands,  and  showed  much  taste  for  horti¬ 
culture  by  planting  plum-trees,  surrounding  his  dwelling  with  elms,  and 
erecting  an  arlmr  in  his  gaixleu. 

He  was  genial  and  hospibible  in  the  entertainment  of  his  friends  at 
the  iMtrsonage ;  kind  to  the  i>oor,  who  frequently  came  to  him  for  relief, 
giving  counsel  to  the  i>erplcxed,  aiul  legal  advice  and  documents  to  the 


unlettored.  If  Captiiin  Flint,  coniniamlcr  of  the  company  at  the  village, 
wanted  a  compsiss  or  chart  in  his  campaigns  Jigainst  the  Indians,  Mr. 
(jJreen  w’as  ready  to  furnish  either  of  them,  the  work  of  his  own  hands, 
lie  fre<iuently  made  note  in  his  Diary  of  the  pleasure  he  felt  in  lajing 
aide  to  settle  the  dithculties  in  his  church  and  society,  and  signified  his 
aversion  to  the  re-opening  of  old  social  wounds  among  his  people. 

His  Diary  gives  us  a  pleasing  and  instructive  iiccount  of  the  life  and 
every-day  employments  of  a  country  clergyman  at  the  period  in  which 
he  lived. 

Mr.  Green  died  Nov.  2(>,  1715,  and  w’as  buried  in  the  Wadsworth 
burial-ground  in  Danvers.  The  following  is  the  Latin  inscription  over 
his  grave :  —

Under  this  s<xl  He,  in  hope  of  a  blessed  resurrection,  the  remains  of  tlie  Rev.  Josepii 
Green,  A.  M.,  deceased.  For  nearly  ei^liteen  years  lie  was  a  most  viplant  piustor  of  this 
church.  A  man  to  be  held  in  perpetual  remembrance  both  for  the  seriousness  of  his  in¬ 
struction,  and  the  a^reeableuess  of  his  manners. 

He  departed  from  this  very  laborious  life  on  the  2Gth  day  of  November,  1716. 

He  had  just  completed  bis  fortieth  year. 

The  following  Epittiph  was  written  by  the  llev.  Nicholas  Noyes,  of 
Salem,  u|)on  the  death  of  Rev.  Joseph  Green:  —

Joseph  Green  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  his  father-in-law,  liev.  Joseph  Gerrish,  of  Wenham,  with  the 
name  of  his  wife  appended  to  it,  Anna  Gerrish,  the  daughUn'  of  Major 
Richard  Waldron:  —

Dear  Sister,  —  Yon  are  nott  ignonint  of  the  eanse  of  onr  deepe 
Sorrow  on  the  account  of  our  sore  ben*avenient,  the  Soveraine  Lor<l 
having  taken  from  us  our  desire,  Mr.  Green  who  after  many  fears  and 
some  hopes,  left  us  on  the  20th  of  hist  month  universally  iHjwailed  — 
lie  died  comfortably  had  his  sens’s  and  reason  to  the  last  breath ; 
leaving  us  to  mourn  for  our  sins  which  provoked  God  to  snatch  him 
from  among  us  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  his  l)re:ists  full  of  milk  and 
Imnes  of  marrow,  having  served  his  people  just  eighteen  years  the  last 
Sabbath  he  preached,  and  just  forty  years  of  age  to  a  day  or  tw'o  —  He 
quickley  run  his  nice,  and  did  his  works  and  is  gone  to  receive  his 
reward — The  Lord  titt  us  on  to  follow  him — He  has  left  a  mournful 
widow  with  seven  children  l)orn,  and  one  not  born,  w'ho  l>espeaks  pitty

The  <piestion  whether  John  Endicott  was  rii-st  Governor  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  may  l>e  answeretl  "yes”  or  "no”  according  to  the  detinition  given 
to  the  woitls  "Governor”  and  " Mass;ichusetts.”  If  by  "Governor  of  Mas- 
siichusetts”  is  meant  the  chief  officer  and  head  of  that  organized  iKnly 
[lolitic,  which  for  some  sixty  years  held  and  exercised  a  jurisdiction, 
deriveil  from  the  Crown  of  England,  over  the  greater  part  of  what  is 
now  the  State  of  Msissachusetts,  a  government  commonly  known  Jis  that 
of  the  Colony  of  the  M:issachusetts  Ikiy,  to  distinguish  it  from  its  more 
comprehensive  successor,  the  Pi'orinre  of  the  sjime  name,  and  genersdiy 


rcfognizeU  in  tlic  jiii*ispriKlencc  ut‘  the  present  C'omiuoiiwcalth  as  the  tiret 
de  Jhcto  government  within  the  territory  it  elaimed  to  rule,  then  Eudi- 
cott  has  no  pretension  to  the  title. 

But  if  it  is  proper  to  call  by  that  name  a  local  superintendent  and. 
agent  in  America,  who  was  at  tirst  sent  out  while  the  Iwdy  politic  just 
mentioned  was  an  unincorpoi'atcd  voluntary  association,  and  whose  au¬ 
thority  was  continued  and  continued  by  the  incorjJorated  body  after  it 
had  ac(juired  a  Governor  of  its  own,  recognized  in  law  as  its  official 
hciul,  then  Endicott's  }>retensions  are  undeniable. 

In  the  year  1(528  it  was  necessary  for  any  one  who  entertained  the 
project  of  settling  in  the  northern  part  of  America,  then  known  as  New 
England,  and  as  yet  unapproached  except  by  the  Plymouth  colonists  and 
a  few  stragglers,  to  make  application  to  a  body  officially  entitled  ”The 
Council  established  at  Plymouth  in  the  County  of  Devon  for  the  plant¬ 
ing,  ruling,  ordering,  and  governing  of  New  England.”  This  was  a  eor- 
poration  of  august  dignit}’  upon  pa|K*r,  but  styled  by  good  authority  as 
a  "carcass,  in  a  manner  breathless,”  so  complete  a  failure  had  it  proved 
iis  far  as  the  business  of  colonizing  New  England  wjis  concerned.  How¬ 
ever  tlxat  might  be,  the  title  to  the  whole  of  the  North  American  conti¬ 
nent  lying  between  the  40th  and  48th  parallels  of  ^latitude  laid  been 
vested  in  it  eight  years  before,  and  several  grants  had  laien  imide  by 
it  prior  to  the  P.»th  day  of  March,  1028,*  on  which  day  an  iissociatiou 
of  knights  and  gentlemen  of  whom  John  Endicott  himself  w:is  one,  ol>- 
tained  from  the  council  a  grant  of  territory,  together  with  all  "jurisdic¬ 
tions,  rights,  royalties,  liberties,  freedoms,  immunities,  privileges,  fran¬ 
chises,  preeminences,  and  commodities  whatsoever,”  which  they  the  said 
council  estiiblished  at  Plymouth,  etc.,  then  had  or  might  use,  exercise 
or  enjoy  in  or  within  the  said  lands  and  premises  by  the  said  indenture 

*Two  errors  are  to  be  I'uarUed  ajjaiust  which  iiifect  inauy  otherwise  good  accounts. 
1st,  that  the  royal  charter  of  102U  was  granted  in  wliat,  according  to  modern  reckoning, 
is  calied  1G28 ;  and  3d,  that  Endicott  was  originally  sent  out  after  that  event,  and  by  the 
incijri>orated  company.  I'be  second  error  is  doubtless  a  consequence  of  the  flrst,  as  there 
is  no  dispute  that  Endicott  arrived  here  in  September,  1628.  Friar  to  the  passage  of 
Stat.  24  (ieorge  II.  c.  23,  by  which  tlic  legal  year  was  made  to  commence  Jan.  Ist,  it 
hiul  begun  on  March  25th,  and  all  legal  instruments  were  dated  accordingly.  This  had 
been  the  practice  for  several  centuries  including  the  17th,  so  that  the  19th  of  March 
would  come  at  the  end  of  1C27,  and  not  the  beginning  of  1628,  as  we  should  call  it;  and 
the  4th  of  March,  the  date  of  the  royal  charter,  is  called  in  that  instrument,  of  1628, 
meaning  our  1629.  See  Chronology  of  History  by  Sir  II.  Nicholas,  in  Lardner’s  Cab.

meiitiuncd  to  be  given,  granted,  etc.  Very  little  is  known  of  the  terms 
on  which  this  association  came  together,  but  there  is  no  reason  for  sup- 
l>osing,  that,  in  a  legal  point  of  view,  they  were  anything  other  than 
what  this  deed,  assuming  its  validity,  would  make  them ;  tliat  is  to  say, 
joint  tenants  of  certiiiu  lands  and  of  certain  franchises  to  bo  exercised 
therein,  with  the  legal  right  of  survivorship  in  l>oth.  Fninchises  held  in 
this  way  by  a  number  of  persons  could  of  couree  only  l>e  exercised  by 
concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  all  interested,  and  whoever  undertook 
to  govern  his  majesty’s  subjects  within  the  limits  of  their  territory  must 
do  so  as  the  agent  of  all,  or  at  least  of  the  majority  of  joint  owners. 
Their  deputy  might  l>e  one  of  their  own  number  or  not,  they  might 
call  him  by  what  name  they  pleased,  they  might  limit  or  enlarge  his 
authority  from  time  to  time,  they  might  lodge  the  whole  government  in 
one  man  or  divide  it  among  many,  yet  in  any  case  the  government  exer- 
ciseil  would  l>e  the  government  of  the  joint  otcners  by  deputy.  If  their 
deputy  were  one  of  their  own  memlHjrs,  his  position  would  l)e  analogous 
to  that  of  a  partner  of  a  tirm  who  undertakes  an  exclusive  management 
of  a  certain  part  of  the  business,  not  in  conse<]Uence  of  any  stipulation 
in  partnership  articles,  but  by  subsequent  Jigreement  of  all  the  partners. 
He  acts  for  himself,  and  is  the  authorized  agent  of  all  the  others. 

Now  it  was  such  a  governorship  Jis  this,  that  Endicott  held  from  his 
arrival  in  Septeml)er,  1628,  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Company  on 
the  fourth  of  March  following.  And  he  is  called  Governor  by  the 
author  of  the  Planters’  Plea,  the  earliest  published  narnitive  of  the  at¬ 
tempts  at  coloniziition  in  the  Ikiy,  written  ul>out  two  years  after,  who 
says  that  "Some  men  showing  some  good  atfection  to  the  work,  and 
offering  the  help  of  their  purses  if  lit  men  might  lie  procured  to  go 
over,  inquiry  was  made  whether  any  would  Imj  willing  to  engiige  their 
IMirsons  in  the  voyage.  By  this  inquiry  it  fell  out  that  they  lighted  at 
last  on  Msister  Endecott  etc.  .  .  .  Master  Endecott  was  sent  over  Gov¬ 
ernor  assisted  with  a  few  men  «icc.  .  .  .  The  gooil  rei)ort  of  Captain 
Endecott’s  yovernurent  &e,.” 

But  on  the  4th  of  March  following,  a  tobilly  different  kind  of  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Massachusetts  came  into  lK*ing,  and  the  office  was  created, 
which  was  8ul)se«iuently  tilled  by  the  line  of  Colonial  Governors,  com¬ 
monly  so  calletl.  For  the  whole  government  of  the  territory,  which 
had  lK?en  granted  in  the  year  previous  by  the  "Council  established  at 
Plymouth,”  liccaine,  together  with  the  proiHirty  in  the  land  itself,  vestetl 
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ill  a  corporation  styled  "The  Cioveriior  and  Company  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Bay  in  New  England.”  In  the  charter  of  Cliarles  I.,  which  cre¬ 
ated  this  company,  it  was  provided,  as  a  necessary  pail  of  its  maehi- 
nery,  that  there  should  he  one  Governor  and  Deputy  Governor,  and 
eighteen  Assistants,  who  constituted  a  managing  hoard  corresiHinding  to 
the  President  and  Directors  of  more  modern  companies,  who  were  to 
apply  themselves  to  take  care  for  the  best  disposing  and  ordering  of  the 
general  business  and  alfairs  of,  for,  and  concerning  the  said  lands  and 
[iremises,  and  the  government  of  the  people  there.  And  the  whole  com¬ 
pany  in  general  court  assembled  was  empowered  to  make  laws  and 
ordinances  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  said  company,  and  for  the 
government  and  ordering  of  the  said  lands  and  plantation  and  the 
people  inhabiting  and  to  inhabit  the  same.  Matthew  Cradock,  a  London 
merchant,  was  named  in  this  instrument  as  the  tirst  Governor  of  the 
Company,  and  is  justly  to  be  considered  the  First  Governor  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  the  o[>inion  of  the  present  writer,  although  he  never  came 
to  this  country.  Endicott  was  named  as  one  of  the  tirst  board  of  As¬ 
sistants.  The  Company  held  its  meeting  and  transacted  its  business  in 
Ismdon  until  the  early  [lart  of  1(>30,  and  the  relations  which  exisUn^l 
iHitween  it  and  Endicott  very  plainly  appear  from  its  records  and  the 
General  Letters  of  Instrndion  which  it  addressed  to  him,  in  whidi  ho  is 
called  the  "Governor  lieyond  the  seas”  and  the  "Governor  for  London’s 
Plantation,”  but  the  whole  tenor  of  which  shows  that  he  was  merely  the 
Company’s  agent.  And  a  plan  was  adopted,  lioth  at  an  Assistants’  meet¬ 
ing  and  a  general  meeting,  for  the  government  of  the  plantation  by  a 
l)ody  of  thirteen,  of  whieh  Endicott  was  to  be  one.  In  their  tirst  letter 
the  Company,  after  informing  Endicott  of  the  granting  of  the  royal 
charter  since  his  departure,  go  on  to  say,  "we  have  contirmed  yon 
Governor  of  our  plantation,  and  joined  in  commission  with  you”  seven 
|)ersons  named,  including  John  and  Samuel  Browne,  who,  with  five 
others,  the  mode  of  whosti  appointment  was  laid  down,  were  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  l)ody  called  the  "Councell  of  the  Mattachusetts  Bay.”  "And  to 
the  end  yon  may  not  do  anything  contrary  to  law  nor  the  power 
grantetl  by  his  majesty’s  letters  patents,  we  have  as  aforesaid,  sent 
yon  the  duplicate  of  the  letters  patents  under  the  great  seal  of  Eng¬ 
land  ordering  and  ref/uirint/  you  and  the  real  of  the  council  there  not 
to  do  anything  either  in  iiiHicting  punishment  on  malefaidors  or  other¬ 
wise  contrary  to  or  in  derogation  of  the  said  letters  patents.” 
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A  Second  Ijottcr  of  the  Coinpuuy  informs  Endicott  that  at  a  fall  and 
ample  court  he  had  been  ap^minted  "to  the  place  of  present  Governor 
in  our  plantation  there,  and  also  some  others  to  l>e  of  the  Council 
with  you.” 

lliggiuson,  who  arrived  in  June,  162i),  says  of  Eudieott,  "the  Gov¬ 
ernor  sent  a  shallop,”  and  "the  Governor  came  almard  our  ship.” 

But  the  scheme  for  a  council  of  thirteen  was  defeated  by  Endicott’s 
own  action  in  expelling  the  Brownes,  who  w’ere  told,  on  account  of 
their  fondness  for  the  prayer-book  and  for  ceremonies,  that  New  Eng¬ 
land  was  no  place  for  such  as  they,  and  were,  with  no  ceremony  what¬ 
ever,  shipped  home  some  live  or  six  weeks  after  their  arrival.  Savjigc 
says  that  there  is  no  evidence  that  Endicott  ever  took  the  oath  of  otticc 
which  the  Company  prescribed  in  their  letter.  Endicott’s  agency,  how¬ 
ever,  wtis  entirely  supei'seded  and  done  away  with  in  the  following  year 
by  the  arrival  in  this  country  of  his  principal,'  the  Corporation  itself, 
which  took  at  once  the  immediate  direction  of  alfairs.  That  is  to  siiy, 
Cradock  liaviug  resigned  and  Wiuthrop  having  been  elected  his  successor 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  the  latter,  together  with  the 
Assistants  and  a  considerable  numl>er  of  the  members  of  the  corjmrii- 
tion,  sailed  for  America,  bringing  the  eliailer  with  them,  and  thencefor¬ 
ward  held  their  meetings  and  elections,  and  transiicted  their  business 
here.  By  a  very  easy  transition  (probably  the  result  of  a  well-laid 
plan)  the  charter  of  an  English  company  l)ecame  the  constitution  of  a 
Colony,  its  landed  property  became  the  public  domain,  its  members  and 
sU»ckliolders  Ixjcame  the  qualitied  voters  (the  excluding  jmwer  l)eing  rig¬ 
orously  exercised  against  all  but  church  meml>ers),  its  president  and  di¬ 
rectors  l>ecjuuc  the  executive  council,  and  its  general  meetings  Iwcainc 
its  legislature,  the  last  not  however  without  something  of  a  struggle  Ihj- 
tweeu  the  two  Imdies  in  conse(|Ueuce  of  the  governor  and  assistants  hav¬ 
ing  at  first  exercised  legislative  functions  without  any  opposition,  until 
the  question  of  taxation  turned  the  attention  of  the  freemen  or  quali- 
tied  voters  to  their  charter  rights.  Many  provisions  of  the  charter  of 
inconvenient  application  were  ignored  or  disregarded,  but  it  continueil  in 
theory,  at  leiist,  to  l>e  the  fundamental  law  of  the  colony  for  two  gener¬ 
ations,  and  under  it  were  elected  a  series  of  governors,  of  which  it  is 
certain  that  Endicott  was  not  the  first,  and  eipially  certain  that  Win- 
throp,  the  second  Governor,  was  yet  the  first  that  exercised  his  func¬ 
tions  in  America.

Amos  Rope,  was  Imumi  Feb.  '22,  1771,  in  the  first  parish  of  Danvers, 
formerly  a  part  of  Salem.  He  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Mary 
(.Swinerton)  Ro|r*,  and  the  frrandson  of  Nathaniel  and  (  ) 

Rope,  whose  aneestors  were  amon^  the  tirst  settlers  of  Salem.  His  father 
was  a  respeetable  farmer,  and  the  snbjeet  of  this  notiee  was  enj^affed  in 
the  same  (K*enpatio!i’,  and  reeeived  only  sneh  an  edneation  as  the  District 
.St'hool  atfordinl. 

At  the  si^e  of  twenty  he  undertook  to  prepare  an  almanac  for  the 
year  171>2,  which,  under  ofreat  disadv:intaj;es  both  of  edneation  and  from 
the  opposition  ()f  his  father,  he  aeeomplished.  His  son  has  told  me  that 
he  has  fretpiently  heanl  him  say  that  "His  father  was  op|M)8ed  to  his 
studying,  and  that  he  used  to  do  his  part  of  the  work  with  the  other 
men,  and  improve  every  moment  he  could  get,  and  that  it  was  very  bad 
for  him  when  he  began  with  figures  and  ha»l  to  study  nearly  all  of  it 
out  alone :  that  he  had  sat  many  a  night,  without  a  tii'e  in  the  room, 
when  the  ink  would  freeze  in  the  stand.” 

The  Almanac  which  he  tirst  calcnlated  was  entitled  "An  Astronomical 
Diary  or  Almanack  for  the  Year  of  our  Lonl,  17}>2.  liy  Amos  Roj)e, 

l*hilom. - Boston,  Rrinted  and  Sold  by  John  W.  Folsom,  No.  30, 

Union  Street.  Sold  also  by  the  Booksellers  in  Town  and  Country.”  It 
contains  an  excellent  selection  of  moral  exti’aets  from  various  Authors, 
Imt  is  not  aeconij)anied  by  any  notice  of  the  Author  or  the  reason  of  his 
publishing. 

The  title  of  the  Almanac  of  175>3  is  similar  to  that  of  171>2.  This 
was  also  printeil  at  Boston  by  John  W.  Folsom,  ami  contains  the  fol¬ 
lowing  modest  address  to  the  Reader : 

"Kind  Reader  —  The  favourable  acceptance  of  my  former  Calcidations 
hath  encouraged  me  to  make  my  appearance  Indore  a  generous  Rublick 
another  year.  I  have  added,  (more  than  is  usual  in  works  of  this  kind,) 
a  Table  of  the  Sun’s  Dt'clination,  with  a  Table  to  correct  it  for  any 
degrtH?  of  Longitude,  and  do  judg<*  it  will  Ik‘  of  service  to  the  reader. 
I  have  aimed  to  render  this  work  Indh  entertaining  and  useful.  The 
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Calculations  are  made  (with  considenihle  lalnxir  and  patience)  trom  the 
Tables  published  by  the  best  Astronomers  in  Europe,  and  which  1  have 
alw’ays  found  to  agree  very  nearly  with  the  truth.  I  have  been  very 
particular  in  the  Calculations  of  the  Eclipses  of  the  Sun  and  Moon ;  and 
to  satisfy  the  curiosity  of  some  particular  friends,  1  have  inserted  a  few 
Eclipses  of  Jupiter’s  first  Satellite;  and  only  a  few,  l)ecause  the  Calcula¬ 
tion  of  a  considerable  numl>er  would  cost  time  and  lal>our,  to  little  or 
no  service  to  the  reader ;  for  those  that  are  not  favoured  with  Telescopes 
cannot  observe  them,  and  those  that  are  favoured  with  Telescopes,  I 
trust,  can  calculate  these  Eclipses  for  themselves :  therefoi-e,  I  have  in¬ 
serted  that  which  appeared  to  Ik?  more  iMUieficial  to  the  Publick.  That 
this  work  may  prove  useful,  is  the  sincere  wish  of  the  l*ul)Iick’s  most 
humble,  and  most  ol>edient  Servant,  Amos  Poi*k.

Utficers  «Slc. - Printed  at  Boston,  by  John  W.  Folsom.”  This  Alma¬ 

nac  contains  a  closely  written  manuscript  Journal  kept  by  the  author, 
Amos  Pope.  He  was  a  constant  attendant  upon  the  preaching  of  Dr. 
Benj.  Wadsworth,  as  ap[)ears  by  the  notice  he  gives  through  the  year 
of  the  texts  of  his  Sermons.  He  wtis  highly  esteemed  by  his  minister 
and  was  perhaps  assisted  by  him  in  making  the  selecti«)ns  for  his  Al¬ 
manac,  which  are  all  of  an  une\ceptional)le  character.

Adviee  respeetfnlly  snhmitted  to  the  eonsideration  of 
Farmers  of  these  States:  "Follow  not,  pertinaeionsly,  the  agricnltnral 
praetiees  of  yonr  forefathers.  Consider  that  the  world  is  more  advaneed 
in  age  now,  than  it  was  in  the  peFnxl  in  whieh  they  lived;  that  there¬ 
fore,  enjoying  greater  opportunities  to  obtain  knowhtlge,  yon  should  Ik* 
lK*tter  hnshandmen  th:in  they  were.”

SO.ME  NOTES  ON  CHI  PM  AN  HILL. 


KKAI>  AT  THF  IXSTITI  TK  BY  II.  S.  H. 

Public  Water  Works  have  been  objects  of  pride  and  enthusiasm  with 
the  ptipulations  for  whose  convenience  they  have  lieen  established,  ever 
since  Solomon  brought  water  into  Jerusalem,  in  earthen  conduits,  from 
the  Pools  of  Bethlehem.  Encyclopeditis  are  full  of  the  maguiticence  of 
these  structures,  in  the  perfection  and  extiuit  of  which  modern  art  has 
hanlly  atlvanceil  lK*yond  a  remote  aiiti(|uity.  It  is  needless  to  encumber 
these  pages  with  familiar  accounts  of  what  was  accomplished  by  the 
Ptolomies,  or  even  by  the  Homan  Emperors  who  vied  with  each  other, 
generation  alter  generation,  in  the  costliness  and  magniricence  of  their 
works,  until,  as  Strain)  says,  whole  rivers  Howed  through  the  streets  of 
Koine.  Our  own  country,  —  our  own  e.\|H‘rience  and  times  must  sutiice 
to  show  that  if  the  |>eople  of  this  community  were  lacking  in  intei-est 
in  the  system  of  water-works  now  building  for  their  use,  their  case 
would  be  e.xceptional.  No  traveller  has  failed  to  sympathize  in  the 
pride  with  which  the  jx'ople  of  Chicago  and  of  Philadelphia  are  wont  to 
invite  his  attention  to  the  water-supply  of  tho.se  cities ;  in  the  grateful 
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recognition  of  the  inestimable  benefits  of  ('roton  water,  heard  on  every 
hand  in  tlie  city  of  New  York ;  nor  in  the  grand  designs  now  on  foot 
for  the  growth  and  embellishment  of  the  water-works  supplying  Boston. 
No  observer  of  contempcirary  events  has'  failed  to  notice  with  interest 
the  fact  that  the  old  Marcian  water,  formerly  so  renowned  for  its  pure 
ijuality  and  the  height  of  its  level,  is  again  to  l>e  conveyed  into  the 
Kternal  City,  from  sources  alamt  tliirty-one  miles  from  Koine ;  nor  to 
have  read  with  satisfaction,  if  he  knew  anything  of  the  inadeipiate 
appliances  in  vogue  in  the  mother  country  to-day,  the  clause  in  the  last 
address  of  the  l^ueen  to  her  Lords  and  Commons,  on  the  opening  of 
Parliament,  where  she  says,  — "  Ksti mating  as  of  the  highest  importance 
an  adeijuate  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  I  have  directed  the 
issue  of  a  Commission  to  impiir«‘  into  the  best  means  of  permanently 
securing  such  a  supply  for  the  metropolis,  and  for  the  principal  towns 
in  the  densely  peopled  districts  of  England.” 

Chipman  Hill,  a  commanding  eminence  upon  which  the  City  of  Salem 
has  placed  the  n'servoir  of  its  water-works,  takes  its  name  from  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  family  long  resident  in  the  North  Parish  of  Beverly.  This 
parish  was  incorporated  in  1713,  as  the  "Precinct  of  Salem  and  Bev¬ 
erly.”  Its  tirst  minister  was  »John  Chipman.  He  was  "called  t(*  settle,” 
after  a  season  of  fasting  and  prayer  had  been  observed  by  the  church, 
in  171.5.  He  di«*d  in  the  ministry,  at  the  age  of  eighty-tive,  in  the 
eventful  year  177.5,  having  been  settled  over  one  parish  sixty  years. 
He  drew  up  the  covenant  which  is  still  used  by  the  church.  He  was  a 
native  of  Barnstable,  Massachusetts,  and  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College 
in  1711.  His  son  John,  graduateil  at  Harvard  and  bred  to  the  Law, 
died  while  arguing  a  cause  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Maine,  in  17G?<. 
His  son  M'ard,  also  educated  at  Harvartl,  was  a  distinguished  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Brunswick,  while  his  grandson,  M’ard  Chip- 
man,  Junior,  son  of  the  latter,  left  Harvard  with  the  tirst  honors  of 
his  class,  and  subse<juently  became  Chief  Justice  of  New  Brunswick. 
Justice  Gray,  of  our  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  is  a  son  (»f  Homee,  who 
was  a  son  of  William  tiray,  the  eminent  Salem  merchant,  and  of  a 
daughter  of  Rev.  John  Chipman. 

The  remains  of  the  Reverend  John  Chipman  repose  in  a  secluded 
spot,  long  disused  as  a  burial-ground,  near  Wenham  Lake.  The  grave 
is  marked  by  a  simple  slab  of  slate-stone,  which  stands  erect  among 
tangled  brier  and  drooping  elm,  and  beara  an  Epitaph  in  scholarly  I^tin, 
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which  "decay’s  effacing  finger”  has  made  it  hard  to  read.  Over  the  well- 
cut  lines  appears,  in  place  of  the  winged  angel,  or  hour-glass,  or  full- 
faced  sun  usually  found  on  ancient  New  England  grave-stones,  the  half- 
length  representation  of  a  Minister  arrayed  in  the  robes  of  his'  office, 
and  the  slab  bears  nothing  more,  besides  the  following  inscription,  which 
is  almost  hidden  by  moss :

The  Hill  family,  from  which  the  title  to  Chipman  Hill  passed,  by 
purchase,  to  the  City  of  Salem,  is  not  unknown  in  history. 

Hugh  Hill  came  to  America  from  the  North  of  Ireland.  He  left  his 
home  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  spent  some  years  in  the  Naval  Service  of 
England,  then  came  to  Marblehead,  and  afterward  to  Keverly.  In  1775, 
he  commanded  the  privateer  "Pilgrim”  of  twenty  guns,  the  building  of 
w’hich,  for  the  Messrs.  Calxit,  of  Beverly,  he  superintended  at  Newbury- 
port.  Scotch-Irish  blood  made  him  love  fighting  and  hate  England. 
He  w’ould  "beard  the  Lion  in  his  den.”  His  favorite  scene  of  :K-tion 
was  the  coast  of  Ireland.  There  he  made  many  captures,  greatly  to  the 
annoyance  of  British  commerce,  and  the  humiliation  of  that  fiag  which 
arrogantly  claimed  the  dominion  of  the  sea.  He  subsequently  com- 
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inHuded  the  "Cicero.”  In  1775,  he  took  and  brought  into  Beverly  the 
"Industry,”  Capt.  Francis  Butler,  and  delivered  her  to  the  order  of 
General  Washington. 

Says  Stone  [History  Beverly,  p.  71-2],  "probably  more  captured 
vessels  were  brought  into  this  port  than  into  any  other  in  New  England, 
the  cargoes  t)f  which  furnished  important  and  seasonable  supplies  for  the 
Continental  Army.”  Of  these  the  "Pilgrim”  and  the  "Cicero”  took 
their  full  share.  Thus  did  their  Commander  earn,  among  the  British 
/  men-of-war  stationed  near  the  channel,  the  soubriquet  of  "that  notorious 

Hugh  Hill.”  Thus  did  he  make  himself,  what  it  was  his  ambition  to 
be,  the  scourge  of  the  British  coast. 

In  April,  17«1,  Hugh  Hill  brought  to  Beverly  in  the  "Pilgrim”  the 
Philosophical  Library  of  the  famous  Dr.  Kirwan,  a  distinguished  English 
writer  on  science,  which  he  had  captured  in  the  British  Channel.  These 
Ijooks,  sold  at  auction,  were  purcluiscd  l>y  the  Bev.  doseph  Willard,  of 
Beverly,  and  other  gentlemen  of  Salem  and  Beverly,  and  l)ecame,  as 
^  appears  from  an  item  in  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Nathaniel  Ik)wditch, 

the  foundation  of  the  large  and  valuai)le  collection  of  the  .Salem  Athe- 
lueum.  [See  Hist.  Coll.  Essex  Inst.,  Vol.  IV.  p.  175  e( 

In  17^4,  Hugh  Hill  brought  his  father  and  mother  in  his  vessel  from 
Ireland  to  Beverly. 

In  17i(4,  he  bought  Chipman  Hill  of  the  Uev.  Daniel  Oliver,  of 
North  Beverly,  the  father  of  Henry  K.  Oliver.  He  died  at  his  farm, 
near  the  foot  of  this  Hill,  in  DS2‘J.  lit;  was  as  generous  as  he  was 
brave,  —  as  humane  to  his  prisoners  as  he  was  terril)le  to  his  enemies. 

Hannah  Hill,  the  daughter  ot  Hugh  Hill’s  brother  James,  whom, 
also,  he  brought  to  this  country,  was  born  on  the  ))assage  from  Ireland 
to  .Vnierica.  She  organized,  at  Beverly,  the  tirst  Sunday  School  in  New 
England.  The  tiftietli  anniver.sary  of  this  event  was  celebrated,  at  Bev¬ 
erly,  on  the  loth  day  of  SeptenilM-r,  IbGO,  when  Dr.  Andrew  P.  Pea- 
Unly,  of  t’ambridge,  descril)ed  his  teaching  her  the  Greek  language, 
during  a  C\>llege  vacation,  after  she  was  past  the  age  of  sixty.  .She 
accomplished,  Indore  her  death  which  occuiTcd  in  183^S,  her  life-long 
purpose  of  reading  the  Greek  Te.stament. — [See  Hist.  Coll.  Essex  Inst., 
Vol.  VI.  p.  00.] 

.Andrew  tlackson,  if  he  had  the  inclination,  had  not  the  usual  means 
of  tracing  his  father's  connexions.  He  might  well  have  lost  sight  of 
some  of  them,  and  have  found  trouble,  in  after  years,  to  establish  their 
1« 


consanguinity.  His  father  had  died  before  his  birth.  He  was  but  four¬ 
teen  wljen  his  mother  died.  At  that  age,  tables  of  genealog}’  have  faint 
attrjictions  for  l>oys.  Of  his  twt>  brothers,  the  elder,  Hugh,  was  killed 
in  l)attle  when  Andrew  was  but  twelve,  and  the  younger,  Robert,  died 
two  years  after.  Andrew  was  brought  up  by  his  mother’s  relatives.  His 
father  had  migrated  from  a  distant  country,  —  had  lived  but  a  short  time 
where  Andrew  was  lM»rn,  and  had  no  relatives  among  his  neighbors. 
Hugh  Hill  was  not  living  when  Genei-al  Jackson  visited  the  North,  in 
18JJ,  but  died  soon  after  his  elevation  to  the  presidency.  It  is  not 
strange,  therefore,  that  we  tind  no  evidence  that  Jackson  recognized  Hill 
as  his  cousin.  Hut  such  seems  to  have  l)een  the  fact. 

Hugh  Jackson  was  a  linen-dra|M.*r  in  Carrickfergus,  nine  miles  from 
Belfiist,  in  tire  north  of  Ireland,  in  1660.  So  says  Parton.  And  his 
youngest  son,  Andrew,  the  father  of  the  seventh  president  of  the 
Uniteil  Stiites,  came  from  Carrickfergus  to  the  Carolinas  with  a  wife 
and  two  sons,  Hugh  and  lioliert  Jackson,  in  1765.  Andrew,  the  third 
child,  was  lairn  in  1767. 

There  is  very  little  doubt  that  this  Hugh  Jackson,  the  linen-drai>er 
of  ('arrickfergiis,  was  the  father  of  Elizabeth  Jackson,  who  married  John 
Hill,  lived  at  ( 'aiTickfergiis,  had  at  least  six  children,  and  came  with 
them  all,  by  the  assistance  of  her  son  Hugh,  to  America. 

Those  six  children  were, — 

1.  Hugh  Hill,  born  in  Carrickfergus,  in  1740.

'I'heir  descendants  an*  numerous.  Peter  was  known  among  his  neigh- 

Imu's  as  the  counteq)art  of  General  Jackson.  His  daughter,  Jane,  sur¬ 
vives,  and  has  in  her  possi'ssion,  at  North  Beverly,  a  portrait  of  "Caj)- 
tain  Hugh,”  her  uncle. 

Many  of  these  persons  have  exhiinted  the  Jacksonian  enei^y  and 
will,  as  their  family  traditions  amply  attest.  Hugh  Hill  had  a  com¬ 
manding  presence  and  l)earing,  but  did  not  resenible  Jackson  in  stature, 
being  quite  as  tall  and  much  heavier.  He  left  a  son,  Jackson  Hill. 
Peter  Hill  was  living  when  President  Jackson  was  in  Salem,  and  the 
neighlH)rs  who  returned  from  his  re<-eption  declared  that  they  "had  seen 
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Peter  Hill  with  his  Sunday  clothes  on.”  Of  James  Hill’s  daughter  Han¬ 
nah,  mention  has  been  made  al>ove.  His  grandson  and  namesake  is  now 
Trial-Justice  at  Beverly. 

A  family  tomb  in  the  burial-ground  near  the  Common,  in  Beverly, 
contains  the  remains  of  the  iirst  generations  of  the  family  in  America, 
and  the  curious  student  will  tind  almut  it  iustrriptions  possessing  some 
interest.
